HNE LAWS VIOLATED

Attriboted Principally to the Rvarlce of the
Parenls.

BOYS unm:i_z_;it:fz EMPLOVED

Condition of Affairs Not the Fault of
the Operators, Who Havas Been De-
liberately Imposed Upon—A Serious
Question from a Medical and Moral
Point of View—Many Physicians
Express Themselves Freely,

The artiole in this department of
Tue TriBUNE s woek ago, calling at-
tention to the fuct that many boys were
employed {n and atout the mines of the
North End wno have not yet attained
the age required by law, attracted
mueh attentien and wis commented
upon extersively. An old man, an ex-
perienced miner, who has been em-
ployed in digging dueky diamonds fer
the greater part of bis life, said to the
reporter yesterday:

“It makes me quite sick to see the
mere children who are workiog in and
about the mines hereabouts. The pa-
rents of these childrén ure the ones
who are to blame. Ioatend of wending
their offspring to sochool, avaricions-
ness and in some cases poverly, ecanses
thews parents to wend tue boys to work
ata, very tender ae. It is not the
fanlt of the operators, for it is no ad-
vantage to them to employ thueas
youths, They are deliberately imposed
upon by parents aud guardiuns who
willully misrepresent the age of the
boya for the purposs of securing em-
ployment for them."

“The mutter is worthy of altention;
firast, becnnse thers is a olear infringe-
ment of the law which states that boys
under 14 shall not be employad 1n the
mined aud boys uuder 12 in the break-
ers, Notwithstanding this many boys
are met relurning home from work
who freely confess to ages of 0, 10 and
11 yonra.”

MEDICAL ASPECT OF CASE.

From n medical point of view there
ia still more ground to uttack the sys
tem, us the future of these poor boys is
decided and the decision is & cruel one,
Crippled in the years when their de-
velopment should b free and unre-
stratned the effucts upon their whole
lives is pitiable. In mentioning the
matter to some North Eod medical
men Tre TripUNe reporter elicited the
following r-murks-

Dr. Eullivan, one of th» oldest prac-
titiovere, stated: “'The employment of
these livtle Loys at snch an early nge
and noder sucik uobealthy conditions
must tend to deter very muoh their
pbyeieal nod mental developuent and,
I might add, woral development aslso,"

Dr. Donne: “From my professional
experience nmong these bojys, [ have
had every opportanity of witnessing
the grest barm wronght upon thew in
preventing the maturing of their physi-
cal and meotal facalties, Their nd-
vancement is checked and as a result
their employment is dangerous to their
present  health, and esprcially does it
sow the seeds of disease for the futura,
it must be condemned from the plysi.
oal aspects of the matter.”

Dr. Smith: *‘Not only does it inter-
fere with the present development of
the boys but their fuotore welfare ns
woll a5 vbat of their offspriogs is at
stake. I'or example one of the first
quesiions neked when a child is brought
to 4 physician is the family bistory of
the patient and probably s heart or
lung trouble may be directiy traced to
nbose io the eurly days of the father
due to inhalatiou of the dust of a coal
breaker or lifting of beuvy weights in
the wine while the organs were deval-
oping. This feature wlone from a phy-
#ical standpoint is sufficisut to con-
demn the employment of thess little
boys in the breskers nod mines to say
nothing from a moral po nt of view."
